In another tenia, our toe!*] conditioa It one 
of dtacowfort, Tht growth of tht Tie* of 
intemB*Tin«* ha* been ineeiaant and uncheckad, 
Dor salt Wt at preaant eapect imntOTtment. An 
earneat and widely ramified agitation againtt 
tha beaetling iin of rlrunkennaii hai. bowenr, 
been initiated, both in lhi» ooleny and in the 
neighbouring province! of Victoria aod Vaa 
Diemtn'i I*tnd. One party idvotate* the total 

rshibitioti of thi atle of intoiicAUng liquor* — 
other word*, lb.* introduction jf a liquor law 
bimil.T to that which ha* obtained to much celt- 
brity in America ; but tht* party conttitutet only 
a aiuall minority of the population. 

Then i», howrrer, a ttroog foiling growing 
tip againtt th* habitual indulgence in drink — 
a habit that baa painfully characterised thia and 
tht neighbouring colonuu. There are, on tht 
other hand, ruled InWreiti of eonaidtrable 
mafrnitude which hare grown with the growth 
of the colony, and which it will be a hard mi*, 
tar to oTereome. We an inclined to look hope, 
fully to the itiui of th* present crated e ignni'. 
alcohol ; but we cannot ahut our ayea to th* 
diflicultiet that butt the qoettion, and wt hart 
little cipectalion or Ih* acceptance of any pro- 
hibitory law. It i* in contemplation, we bailees, 
to preient to the Legiilatnre, a Bill for the more 
effectual paniibment of habitual drunkard* ; bat 
thii, though a good move in ttaelf, i* not (ufH 
cient to meet tha evil. The mbject it un* that 
iraperatiaely call* for the anxiou* and earnaat

Our monetary condition ii, on the whole,

To 
him of right belong* the credit of tbj* achieve- 
ment, and whiitt other political adventurer* 
bare) been beating th* air, and waiting their 
energiee and their talent* in vain attempt* to 
obtain th* realiaation of crude theoriei, Hr. 
Wkfiwohth haa throat home, and ha* won the 
Tietorj over the Colonial Office bureaucracy 
which all the colonic* an now celebrating. 

The detail* of Lhote metaurei which Mr. 
WaptTwoaTHt hat been prominent in Tecum, 
roendiog, a a a fit embodiment and adaptation of 
th* principle of tell- govern men I to th* cinnrn- 



of thit parlor the BritUh Kmpire, may 
be open to diaciiuioo. Other partie* have con- 
ceived different vie we ; and a form of polity 
hi* b«n daviaed in Victoria which materially 
differs from out* ; but tht broad fact we have to 
look to t», that Downiag-frtneE rule haa been 
effectually overthrown. 

Th* departure of Mr. Wihwoitb will 
create a vacuum in the legislative CSouncil of 
tht country which will not easily be filled. 
Then in, we doubt not, abundance of political 
talent lying perdu among ui, which the new 
aytten of Government will gradually call Into 
play ; bat lor the next few year* we a hall mitt 
that ilrong will and dear head, and that* 
peculiar talents which, whether for good or for 
eTi], gave the ton* to leglalaiion and utformed 
the public mind. 

With Mr. Wewtwobth'i departure is at so- 
tted Ihe fate of fait New Constitution 
Bill. Jointly with Mr. F. Dta* TnoHsorf, 
he was eolennly charged by the La- 
giilatite Council with the advocacy 
and mppoTt of tha Bill in its necemary paaiaga 
through Parliament. If wa may hazard a con- 
jecture, we are ditpoied to augur ia favour of 
that measure, not only because it hat received

THE REMOVAL OF TUP MILITARY 11BAD 
IJBASTEm 

Iir our iitrae of Satunlay we announced that 
orden had bsen received far the removal of the 
Commander of the Force*, and the entire mili- 
tary b'lalT, from Sydney to Afeiboome. 

The order*, arrived by tha Cttunn an, we 
believe , peremptory, and will no doubt be acted 
oa Immediately j and we have further informa- 
tion that it is probable the Commiiaariat, and 
other departments connected with it, will alio 
be shortly removed in Ibe »me manner . 

Melbourne, therefore, it appear*, it in future 
to be the head qnartera of the military in the 
Auitraliaa colonies, although the reaicni for 
this sudden change have not yet been an. 
no u need. 

It is posiible that those reasons may be good 
and tubetonttiil — tait the present aspect of 
romeilie affain in Victoria, and the critical 
appearance of European politica, may render it 
desirable that a city poi*e*iing (he eno 
reputed wealth of Melbourne should be 
the centre of the military force. 

But although it would be difficult, without the 
colony, to diipute the apparent justice of these 
nationi, tn reality they are of little weight, and 
derive what thai low plausibility they posies* 
from bugbear* which exist only in ignorant 
minds or dulenpered imaginations. 
^Th« p™ptor removal from Sydney of the 
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gari otherwise than at a piece of grot* inju*. 
tie*, and of marked ditregaid to tht claims for 
priority which the acknowledged MetropoUa of 
Ihe Australian colonies undoubtedly poiMtte*. 

But although ytr aa tre art indignant at this 
alight, we regard it much more eenouily, as an 
indication of still further inroads upon Ihe 
right! and dignity of thia city. Wt cannot but 
perceive that if these important departments, 
consolidating imongat iherMelve* as they do, 
whatever of Imperial official interest r-mains 
among ua. art lo bi transferred permanently to 
Melbourne, that the contra] aeat or Government 
mutt be transferred there thw. 

It hu indeed been hinted to ui from a source 
on which wa place contidtrablt reliance, that 
tht new Lieut? nant-Governor of Fort Phillip, 
Sit CHAniu Hotkak, will, on the removal 
of Sir CiiAix** Kite Hoy, ■ step which 
then is awry rtaun to btliev* has been for

That thia would be tht mntumnulion of the 
long -cherished withes of th* inflated Victoriani 
no one can deny, and that there ' 
bility of such a 
equally evident. 

Whether this resull has 
by the sinister iotltiences 
patty, whethtt daitled by the unequal 
and the thronging nopulstioa which h 
last three yrari gatlicred in Melboum*. whether 
the minds of mi nil ten at bom* have been led 
away hy the prospect**** of gigantic enter- 
prinei, or the estimate* of an enormous revenue 
and a profuse eipawlitare, or whether the more 
tenable ground ii re tied on of Victoria being 
geographically the raosl central of the Auttra 
I tan proTince*. w* are as yei uninformed. Pro- 
bably we ahatl find that «*ch of thtac 
reaioni hat entered more or leu into the 
determination. 

But be thi« aa it may. let either oni or all of 
these influences hue prevailed, we denounce the 
decision come to, as being in the highest degree 
impolitic, in I tie higkttl uegTs* unjuit, in th* 
highest degree opprejttv*. 

We denounce it aa impolitic, becauie the ac- 
cidental fortune which haa gi™ Vielori* it s 
present importance may terminate as mddenly 
as it commenced. Because Ihe sudden and 
batty growth of the city of Melbourne is not 
consistent with thai fined aad established im- 
portance which should influence th* teleetioti of 
the capital of th* country i because it. autece. 
dents are not such as to justify either ot account 
of the superior intelligence, enterprise, or cha- 
racter of itt inlubiuriii, the dutinction thut 
beetowed upon it, and the eiperience of wiany 
gnat and well governed countries aisute* ui 
that mere numbers of people are no sufficient 
pound for thia distinction ; and lastly, because 
ill natural geographical advantages are vastly 
inferior to those which are offered by Sydney, 
and even by other townt of Aualralatl*. 

Wt denounce it at unjust, because it is not 
only giving to Melbourne whst she bas no claim 
to, but taking from Sydney that which it her 
own inherent right. Her metropolitan greatness 
his not been conferred upon her, it hat grown 
up with her. ll it a pan or bar growth and 
ulstenc*) ; and, if iheie have been artificial de. 
coration* from time to time hung around the 
gradual .ccumulation of her tterlin, ureatnear, 
.0 long as ifa. haa done nothing to forfeit these 
decoration!, it it n msre robbery to take them 
from her. 

We denounce it at oppressive, because the 
contemplated change would, in fact, be to place 
thia colony in a position degrading to it; to 
subject it to an influence from which it ought 
to be entirely free. It would be to change the 
relitien* of parent and child, limply because 
th*^ child, having grown up to manhood, had, 
drcamptue**, become po**e*s*d 



I parent, 
to subject New South Wale* fo 
contumely and indignity, and such subjection is 
the result of oppression alone. 

We assert, therefore, that this an bveraion or 
the **1abltihed and natural order of doTem. 
mental precedence in lb en colonies would be 
impolitic, unjust, and oppressive. 

It would upset social and ecclesiastical a* well 
at political irutiluljona ; for bow coal I Sydney 
remain the metropolitan see of the Anglican 
Church, if Melbourne became tht metropolis of 
tht Australian coloniet. 

The Chang* would result most injuriously in 
it* social aspects. Jealousies between the re. 
ipective coloniet would infallibly grow up. 
Sydney would never acknowledge the precedence 
of her youthful rival, and would feel just indig- 
nation and disappointment at the trestnitnt ahe 
had received from tht Imp* rial Government. 

We trust, however, the crowning evil may be ye 
averted; Sydney will shortly have powerful and 
faithful friend* at home, and if these see true, 
energetic, and firm, justice may yet be done lo 
her undoubted and rightful claims. 
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Oir Thursday last wa laid befon our reader* 
the Keport presented by the Directors to the 
last Annual Meeting (being the thirteenth) of 
thii great and prospeioui Company. 

The Report is a document of more than 
ordintry interest, whether viewed in reUtion to 
the proprietary, or in relation to the public, 
especially the Australian public. 

TothethfireholdeTiortlieComp*,nyiirurniiheii 
ample proofs that their affair* are managed 
with sound judgment and coQtuintnate skill. 
Kuer^y and tact teem to have been the charac 
teristtci of the Company'i eaeculive all through 
lit career, including not only the directory, but 
the commanders and officer* of its fleet. And 
the natural results have foltowad. The pur- 
poses of the Company h»vo been nobly accom- 
plished, and the accomplishment nobly rewarded. 
The finance* arc in a state at once flourishing 
arid liable. Its net profits for the past year, 
after deducting seven and a half per cent, for 
insurance against sea risk, and riieper cen', for 
depreciation, were no leas thanfOS.ua, enabling 
the director* lo give a dividend at the mtc of 
tlx percent, pet annum, clear of income taa. 

This with regard to the put j but the 
Report gives an exceedingly favourable view of 
the proriiioni which have been made agninal 
the contingenciei of the future. There is „ gua- I 
ranlee insurance fund amounting to £3I3,65H; 
tnd there is a depreciation fund amounling to ! 
C2H3.aH; be.idn a balance of £26.SI7 at the 
credit of the proprietori' underwriting *cc ounl. 
Tbm the company is well prepared for actidenti, 
extraordinary a* well ai ordinary. 

And while tht company has been thus hand- 
somely serving tht iniereiti of its proprietori, 
it has at the same time been iub*t*nti*ily terving 
the intereit* of the public. The tubaiating con- 
tract for the postage service wu taken, it seems, 
after the severest teat of public competition ; 
Ihe Government having divided the service, in 
their call for tenders, into no less than five «e pi- 
rate portiont, with the view of enabling paniei 
or moderate taesni to compete for any 
porti.n of it. But. not-ilh.tanding thii un. 
uiualiy rigorous ta-t, the company Uft all it* 



competitors far behind. The terms on which it 
undertook the whole sta-rice for eight years in. 
vol ved a financial ad ran tags to the public, aa 
compared with the other offeri made to tht 
Government, of no less a aunt than £86,109 
per annum, or, for the whole term of the eon. 
tract, £281,300. 

But not withitandiag thit eminently hvouraijle 
bargain for the public, the Oovarnment tppear 
to have treated the company >n a rather an. 
gracious way. the directors think in a -vary birth 
and oppressive way, Duiing Ihr earlier months 
of last year, then wu tueh a demand for 
foe the Australian . '.lonies, that the 
found it imuoaaible to procure 
to carry auppltes of coals for the 
company's stations in the eastern seas. 
Under these circumslancet, they applied to the 
Government for relief to the extent of ■ tempo- 
rary suspension of a portion or (lie new portal 
service, inviting I strict rumination Into tht 
facts of th* cue. Tht application was responded 
to, in tht Ant instance, by an invitation to sqr> 
rtndat tha contract for the whole service, in 
order that it might again be submitted to public 
tender ; and aaWqaentiy by tht proposal of 
conditions for the temporary auspenrhom of a 
part of th* sen- ice, involving inch a com pro raise 
of the Company's iBlerctti ai tht directors could 
not submit lo with a due consideration of their, 
duly to tht proprietori. 

The first of tfteie propoult on Ihe put of tht 
Government would have been highly conducive 
to th« interest i or the Company, but most detri. 
mental to those of the public Hut, fortunately, the 
emergency out of which the CcirrMptmderrce bad 
arisen waa removed, by cirenmstaneet altogether 
unforeseen, befon anything definite had been 
arrived at. These wore— fin.-, the obtaining, 
through the meant of the Government of Ha- 
t . via, ■ large supply of coali, though at a very 
heavy cost, for the Singapore and China 
nations, at a time when tonnage from England 
far these quarters could not be procured at any 
price ; and, second, an unusually large export*, 
lion of specie to India and China, which proved 
a soaree of augmentation to the Company's in- 
come to considerable as to counterbalance, to 
an important extent, the enhanced cost of 
coals. 

In th* success of this Company the Auitra. 
lian coloniet ought lo feel * wirtu intereit, To 
the public spirit of iti directors we an indebted 
Tor our first enjoyment of steam trafarnenicatba 
with the mother country; and (be Report be Cor* 
ui i bow a that to Ih* tame public spirit w* an 
indebted for the condition*! promise of t great 
extension of thst communication. Inttetd of 
tht present arrangement, whlih give* ui an 
overland mall at aa interval of inro month*, tht 
direeton are pn pared, on a re as enable notice 
from the Government, tn establish, on moderate 
terms, a mmlkfy line of s'esnj packet!, They 
have, moreover, is was announced some months 
ago, made arrangements for accekraling and 
otherwise improving the exisrrrrft; co^munica* 
lion, by placing larger and mnre powerful itetm 
picket* on this lint trim those hitherto em- 
ployed on it. And they anticipate that by 
means of those powerful vessels (Ihe Bombay 
and Madras, of 1300 tons, and 1*0 horse power 
tteb), and the recent arrangement of proceed- 
ing direct to Ceylon with the homeward mails, 
a considerable acceleration of the Australian 
ill b* effected. 



BUBBLE COMPANIES. 

Ix the early part of 1853, some twanty eompi- 
u*a wen for eked in London for th* assumed 

gurpoae of mining or trading in gold in Australia, 
f thee*, probably a fifth or a fourth were legiti- 
mate, that is to iay, they were got up by partial 
deiuou* of inT**<ii^apital in what they eon- 
induced undertaking ufferiiig sufficient induce- 
meat Three of these companies are still work- 
ing in the coloniet, and one is in courie of 
winding up. Bat Uie larger number of the 
companies ware mere swindles, .hey were got 
up by penads who cased about nothing but 
getting altoflhrnt* of t bares, forcing them up to 
a premium, telling out and retiring, leaving tin 
unfortunate dupe* with a quantity of scrip not 
worth the paper on which it was written, 

Something orer a million sterling baa been 
actually paid hy*1b**e unfortunate people, and 
al many of them had heard nothing of their 
money tor nearly two yean, it is not lurpriting 
to find, by the late pap, m. that they were begin, 
ninj! to agiut* and to endeavour to find out 
their actual position. In December an action 
was tried in tha Court or Common Pleas, to 
recover damage* for the non-delivery of l-.arrs, 
in tht comae of which the forgtry of Mr. 
L-Asi.r.ei '» name to the letter respecting the 
Lake Bsthurst Land woi made pubic, and 
Mathews' fraudulent sale wa* exposed. Ixird 
Chief Justice Jiavis denounced the whole 
arTiir, and suggested crimintt proceeding!. 
Thit appear* to hale drawn the victim! 
of these conspiracies together, and a meeting 
wa* held at which the representatives of seven- 
teen companies were present, and a committee 
wa* appointed to endeavour to for.e the guilty 
p*Miee to disgorge. It waa determined to 
commenco in the first ioitnnce u i.h the Driliih 
A ii* Italian Company, Ibe Luke liathunt Com. 
pany, and the Australian Freehold Company. 
The first, better known in the colony as 
Fa wean's Company, was Blurted with a lie, it 
having been itated that ll.e Company had been 
commenced in Sydney, and the names of seve- 
ral gentlemen snnuunced ai directors who 
■ubnequetktly declare I that lltey knew 
noihing about the matter, To the 
other two companies tf Ai'ttavWa aold 
the worthless land at Lab* Hatliurit. We fear, 
however, that Ihe CDmmiltcfl will be able to 
effect very little. Those whu profiled by the 
frauds bare loqg ere this pWtt lite results of 
their villainy beyond the jurisdiction of English 
court*, but there ere many persons uf character 
and station who, for the auk* of an allotment of 
free shares, allowed their namei lo be used aa 
director* of concerns of wbit.li they knew 
nothing, who will find thum*,l,e. in very 
awkward positions. The nidinsr} inducement 
lo a reipec:able person lo l..Ioiv hii ntusie to be 
used as a director wa* an allotmeiii of aha ret of 
the nominal value of I'JIIOn. Al much si 
£5000 has been given to u person with very 
eligible nam* a 1 d addren. 

We have several reports of meetings, and 
article! on the subject, which wt 
•hall endeavour to find room for 
during tbt week. They reveal ul 
amount of gullibility which ii most mirve]. 
lius. 

So far aa we can obseivt, none of then 
schemes were of colonial origin. They are the 
offppring of that prolific source of frauds ui 
codiequent misery, the purlieus of the Stock 
Exchange. No old eclonittt appear to have 
been mixed up in them. From the flnt th* 
colonial pre** pointed out the fallacies on which 
these companies were based,— and more thia 
s year ago art expoteJ that moil gigantic 
of all the frauds, the forgery of Mr. Laxulxt'i 
name end the salt or the Lake Bathunt l.sud, 
hy which MiTniw. „ d hj, ssiocLilei realnei 
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SyJarg Morning Herald Office, 
Monday, Much SOth, 1854.

The increasing emigration oT the working 
classes of Oermany lo New Soulb Wxlaa is a 
matter lo u. of conjrratulation. An agency 
has been established here for usMtJog in this 
movement, through a corresponding sjiency io 
Oermany. Messrs. M*ege and Prell, of Sydney, 
propose to procure eligible emigrants, nnd to 
msnago att the necessary dotails of their con- 
veyance, upon receiving ■ requisition and agree- 
ment from any parties in the colony who will 
bind themselves to pay£[8 u the vassage mon~y 
ofauchemigraaia.ttbeingpartofthccontractttiat 
the emigrants shall si^n an agreement on their 
part to serve such par ies for the period of two 
year- at a given rate of wages, from which the 
pasaage money ia to be deducted. The propo. 
aals of this firm are founded ou the principles ol 
" Assisted Immigration." Tho auccesn of iheir 
operations depends chiefly upon the facility, or 
otherwise, of inducing the poorer classes of 
, German, to emigrate to r>*w biuuih Wiles under 
the terms of the egreemint ; and thia again 
depend* upon the rule of wage* lo be 
; fixed. With reference to tbe subject of High- 
land emigration, doubts have tieen already ex 
pre lied in thia journal u to the efficacy of the 
plan of binding down immigrant* to the service 
of certain individual*. But, we may here 



Considerable turprise hu been excited in 
Sydney by the receipt, by the lut English mail, 
of order* from th* Horse Guard* for the imme- 
diate removal from Sydney to Melbourne of the 
Uajor-Oaneral commanding the force* and hia 
etas'.

In a former summary we predicted a great 
increase of legal business. That prediction ta 
now in the course or fulfilment. There have 
been nearly eighty cause* let down for trial 
during the present sin' jsrns* sittings, which 
commenced on Monday !ut ; and, judging from 
the program which hu yet been made, ii it 
pretty clear that full one -half of them, if not 
more, wilt go over u remaneta. And with this 
increase in the cause list, there will, of course, 
be a corresponding increase in other branches 
of the court's jurisdiction. Ere long, therefore, 
we ahall have a moat perplexing arrest offi- 
cial bnsinua to pull np-— more, we fear, than 
can be got rid of for a very long time, unless 
there ere some changas in our system. 

There are two reform* greatly called for — 
the establishment of some efidmt tribunal or 
tribunals analogous to the County Courts of 
England, for dealing with minor esses ; and th* 
amalgamation of the two branches of the pro- 
fession— the breaking down of the barrier be. 
tween " learned counsel ' ' and " learned attor- 
neys." At present, we ate sadly in want or a 
good leader or two at the bar; but the need 
would vanish if attorney* could come in u.d 
conduct their own use*, for many or these gen. 
tlemen have quite eultlcient skill and experience 
to take upon themselves the duties of leadership. 
It ia understood that during the next session 
•ome measure will bo brought under the eonsi- 
deration or the legislature for the establishment 
of Coiwly Court*, or the eileniion and modid. 
cation or our Court or Requeata system, which 
hu, upon the whule, been round to walk pretty 
well. But, looking at the rate at which me*, 
•urea of this nature usually progress here, it 
seem* scarcely probable that th* desired reform 
can be effected until after th* t*p*e of another 
year at least. The other and greater reform —the 
union of the bar and tbe attorney*— ia still more 
remote. We do not despair of seeing it accom 
plisbed, but we do denpsir ot seeing it accom- 
plished speedily. For some time to come, then, 
the gentlemen or tbe bar will enjoy their present 
monopoly, and thus there ia, na we hnte already 
hinted, a good opening for one or two really 
able men, having a aumcienliy high standing, 
in point of uniority, to act at landers. 

There hu been but on* cue, during the 
present fitting*, of *ufficient importance lo call 
tor upecial notice hare. Thia wu an action 
against Mess;*. Mage* and Livingstone, ahip. 
owners, or Liverpool, for not taking due car* of 
eartatn cargo entrusted to them for conveyance 
by the France* to Australia. Th* aubauntial 
issue wu whether ot not tbe Frances, which 
theae gentlemen deliberately sent on a voyage 
of 16,000 milea, wu in a sound or in an unsound 
condition when thru aent. And th* question 
wu decided against them. The Frances was a 
craft of some thirty. bur year* old, which, if*he 
• a* tit for anything better than breaking up, 
wu certainly moat unfit fat n voyage from 
Liverpool to Australia. She wu certainly 
patched up at « considerable expense before her 
departure; but it wu only patchwork after all 
Wo cannot perhaps do brttsr. by way of illos- 
tration, than quota here from our summary of 
the evidence giver, at tho trial on behxlr 0 r th.

facilitated both m pointof deepatchand expenae.

work efficiently and to give uti*faction both lo 
seamen and to the shipmaster*. So far r how*ver. 
u we bav* any data for judging, the mult 
of the aril em hern hu noljuiiftod tbe unguis* 
expectation* that were originally entertained. 
There is no denying tbe rut, that the difficulty 
of procuring uamsa ie evsn greater now than it 
wu formerly, and, what ia nill nor, remark, 
•ble, the class of persons which the Act wu 
principally designed to exclude from any parti, 
cipitiun in the buainets of ptoouring teamen 
is still in aa active operation u ever. What 
ever may be the caute of this — whether it arises 
from any defect in th* Act, or from tome ob- 
struction offered by the vetted iat*re*t* which 
hare grown up under the eld ayttsn— it 
is impossible to disguise the broad and 
palpable fact, that vessels are detained week 
after week from want of hands, and that many 
of these vcsieli are eventually only aupplird 
through the intervention of the shipping agents. 
So great ia the feeling against the Shipping 
Master's department, that mora than on* captain 
of a teaael na* lately rendered himself liable to 
the penalties for crimping, by engaging seamen 
without bringing them belore tbe Whipping 
Mastsr at all. In one esse, we are in- 
formed that some of the seamen so engaged 
are known to be deserter* from other 
vessels, and it it not improbable that a 
proseculion will be inatituled agaioat ihe offen- 
der when the proper lime cornea. Notwith. 
standing theae facts, we think it would be pre. 
manure to form an adverse opinion ol the 
capabilities or the new system, seeing that it 
hu hsrdly been in operation three months, and 
considering moreover that it hat to contend with 
the vealed interests of a eiua who from long 
experience, and. In many inttaneea, a connec- 
tion with a Mill lower clus, must nettsMrily be 
more acquaioted with th c intricacies connected 
with th* procurement and engagement of Ma- 
men than any official or official* who could be 
nppointed under the new syetera. It must be 
borne in mind alas that ao long u the muters 
of vessels countenance and employ thi. clsss 
to long will th* difficulties in the way of pro- 
curing and engaging aeamen according to the 
authorised form bo increaaed nnd rendered for 
midable.
